Britain Refuses Spy's Plea 


LONDON (AP)—The British Court of Appeal today refused 


to free fugitive spy Robert A. Soblen and upheld an order to 
deport him to the United States. 


The court dismissed his appeal for a writ of habeas corpus. 
The ruling—fourth adverse decision Soblen has met in the 


British courts-means he may be deported to serve a life 
sentence in the United States for disclosing wartime secrets 
to the Soviet Union. 


One last resort still lies open. Soblen can seek leave to ap- 


peal to the House of Lords, highest tribunal in the land. Only 
the nation's top law lords can now reverse the ruling given 
today. Soblen's lawyers have said they would carry the case 
to the lords. 


Soblen, 61, a psychiatrist, has been in England since July 


1, when he stabbed himself aboard an Israeli airliner bound 
from Tel Aviv to New York. Since then Home Secretary 
Henry Brooke has been trying to send him on to the United 
States. 


Soblen jumped $100,000 bail and fled to Israel on a bogus 


passport.

Britain Refuses Spy s Plea 


LONDON (A P )—Th# British Court of Appeal today refused 
to free fugitive spy Robert A. Soblen and upheld an order to 
deport him to the United States. 
The court dismissed his appeal for a writ ot habeas corpus. 
The ruling—fourth adverse decision Soblen h^s met in the 
British courts—means he may be deported to serve a life 
sentence in the United States for disclosing wartime secrets 
to the Soviet Union. 
One last resort still lies open. Soblen can seek leave to ap­ 
peal to the House of Lords, highest tribunal in the land. Only 
the nation's top law lords can now reverse the ruling given 
today. Soblen's lawyers have said they would carry the case 
to the lords. 
Soblen, 61, a psychiatrist, has been in England since July 
I, when he stabbed himself aboard an Israeli airliner bound 
from Tel Aviv to New York. Since then Home Secretary 
Henry Brooke has been trying to send him on to the United 
States. 
Soblen jumped $100,000 bail and fled to Israel on a bogus 
passport.

This was a favorable margin of 


i8.4 per cent.' Approval by at 
least 667 per cent—two thirds— 
of the growers voting was re- 
quired. Last year quotas were 
approved by an 87.4 per cent 
margin. The previous low was 
73.3 per cent for the 1955 crop. 


Returns in 16 states fell below

To give the genealogy of Henry 
McDonaugh’s 
im m ediate

it is necessary to go back to the 
“ old country” — to Northern Ire­ 
land. wher* so m any of the Scotch 
Highlanders found refuge before 
coming to A m erica. Here the Mc- 
Donaughs and Boyds lived for a 
tim e — neighbors and friends.

J[3ecauie of the power of his faith, Sir Thomas More defied his king. 
As Lord Chancellor he tried to protect the laws of the church against the erratic behavior 
of King Henry VHI. Finally he resigned his state post in 1532, siding with the Pope in a 
dispute over Henry's right to divorce his wife, Catherine of Aragon. 
Sir Thomas refused to sign the Act of Supremacy which established the Church o 
England, with the king as its temporal head, and for this he was convicted of treason and 
sentenced to death. O n July 6, 1535, he was beheaded. 
More's dignity and good humor abided until the last. O n mounting the scaffold, he is 
reputed to have said to his executioner: 
"Assist me up, Lieutenant. In coming down, I wiil shift for myself."

Enter Kingdom, 
Says Minister 


'ON ENTERING THE 


KINGDOM LIFE." 


T.xt: "Except Y, B* Converted 
,and Become as Little Children,' 


Ye Shall Not Enter Into MM 


Kingdom tt Heaven." 


Matthew 18:3

Everyone is familiar and im- 


pressed with the place assigned 
to children in the Christian re- 
ligion. Though Jesus did not give 
much teaching on this matter, 
what He gave is adequate for all 
needs. Because of the importance 
the Jews attached to religious 
teaching, both by parents and in 
the synagogue, as well as because 
of the self-evident necessity that 
parents "bring up their children 
in the way they should go," and 
because of the very nature of re- 
ligion — that to be understood 


Kingdom, nor is there any hope 
of them becoming citizens there- 
of unless they come by the way 
of "becoming as little children." 


Jesus prescribes the way to en- 


ly into the Kingdom in no specu- 
lative manner, but with a positive- 
ness which men disregard at great 
peril. 


The first movement towards be- 


coming Kingdom citizens is that 
of "being converted." Without 
dwelling on the many, often per- 
verse, conceptions of this wonder- 
ful experience, let us think of it 
as a complete reversal of the 
trends of mortal life. No better 
nsight into this can be found than 
that given us by St Paul: — "If 
any man be in Christ, he is a new 


creature, old things have passed 
away, behold, all things are be- 
come new." Now, such an exper- 
ience, such a turning, is never 
accomplished by the natural man; 
it is the gift of God, and is con- 
ferred on all who are won to Him 
by the power of Love Divine. Such 
love, as was displayed by the 
Savior, in all His works and ways, 
and finally on Calvary, is God's 
magnetic power to draw all men 
unto Himself 
No man converts 


himself. He either turns to the 
God of lo"e as the flower turns 
to the sun, or he remains a chile 
of darkness 
TURNING TO GOD" 
It is this "turning to God,' 


which is described by Jesus as 
"the new birth," which begets 
the process called for in the text 
— "becoming as little children." 
Doubtless, it is at this point that 
much thinking of men rebels and 
recoils, as though Jesus were sug- 
gesting that they become "child- 
ish" 
instead 
of 
"childlike." 


Though, of course there are some 
who deem Christian faith as a 
childish matter, unworthy of high 
thinking and action. This is by no 
means the case. 


The point of reference 
here 


must be recognized. It has nothing 
whatsoever to do with the whole 
realm of man's achievements on 
the purely human level. It does 


not'refer to scientific, education- 
al or social aspects of life, though 
all of these, and aU others, may 
and ought to be, .conducted with- 
in the realm of the life of "chil- 
dren of God," as indeed they may 
be, and by some great souls have 
been. The reference here is en- 
tirely to the relations of • human 
soul to God. And thse relations 
are begun and enlarged only by 
the right use of the revelation 
which God has madciof Himself. 
And the fullness of this relation- 
ship is adequately described by 
"childlikeness." 


Consider the ready faith, the 


simple wholehearted dependence, 
the happy responses and the love- 
ableness of a proper child towards 


devoted parents. Exactly web • 
qualities of soul can and must be 
implanted — even wiH be im- 
planted — when genuine conver- 
sion has taken place. This is a 
Christian's relationship, to God. 
Out of it are sure to be born noble 
and life-enriching ideals" of hu- 
man relationships human endeav- 
ors and achievements, until, like; 
the great, but humble astronomer, 
as he scanned and measured UN 
Heavens, 
joyfully confessed — 


"p God, I do but walk in Thy 
footsteps." 


Let this be each one's chief de- 


sire — to be but a child of God, 
and being that, all of this life wiH 
fall into it God-approved and life- 
satisfying grooves.

"These words that I command 


thee this day shall be in thine 
heart, and thou shall teach them 
diligently unto thy children, and 
shall talk of them when thou sit- 
test in thine house, and when thou 
walkest by the way, and when 
thou liest down and when thou 
•isest up " This has continued to 
)e the Christian -precept, for par- 
ent and for church, through the 
ages. 


But what is of importance, in 


connection 
with the reception 


which Jesus gave to little children, 
despite the rebuke His disciples 
administei ed to those who brought 
them, is the manner in which He 
not only turned the rebuke against 
Jie fault finders, but at the same 
time turned the occasion in the 
direction of teaching the basic re- 
quirement which must be met if 
any hope for adults is to be en- 
tertained 'of sharing the kingdom 
of God. It is to this point that our 
meditation is especially directed. 
We cannot, in so brief a space, 
do much more than indicate the 
salient points — they ara these: 
"Be converted;" "become as lit- 
tle children;" and "enter the king- 
dom of Heaven." 
KINGDOM OF GOD 


"The Kingdom of Heaven" or 


"of God' is a term forever issu- 
ing from the lips of Jesus. Its na- 
ture and scope can be discovered 
only by a careful perusal of the 
Scriptures In briefest form it rep- 
resents and is the rule of God; 
hence an eternal, all-embracing 
sway of authority and power, both 
over the physical and the spirit- 
ual realms But the point of ref- 
erence to Jesus's teachings is dis- 
tinctly to the soul or spiritual as- 
pect of man's existence, and this 
in spite of every contrary opinion 
or pronouncement of unbelievers, 
for whom the idea of God is en- 
tertained as little moje, if not ex- 
actly, a myth, and man is, to all 
intents and purposes "the captain 
of his destiny." 
POSITIVE DECLARATION 


Over against all such attitudes 


stands Jesus, issuing the positive 
declaration which, of course sets 
forth the Kingdom of God as a 
•eality, that, the children of nat- 
ural birth are not born into this

Early Settlers

The POWER of FAITH 


THE BOYD-MCDONAUGH 


FAMILY 


This genealogical and historical 


study of the McCleUan family bur- 
ial ground is continued today and 
the last three graves to be con- 
sidered are located in the last 
row (east1 and He along the stone 
wall that encloses the plot on 
three sides. 


The grave in the northeast cor- 


ner is marked by a black slate 
stone which bears the following 
inscription-— 


17. "Here lies the body — of 


Henry McDonagh — who departed 
this — life the 8 of — May A.D., 
1758. Aged - 57 years." 


Just why Henry McDonaugh 


was buried in the McCleUan fam- 
ily burial ground is a mystery. 
True — he was a resident of Cum- 
berland Township and his lands, 
according to records in the Penn- 
sylvania Land Office, were lo- 
cated near as distance was con- 
sidered in those days, the McClel- 
lan plantation. But — was Henry 
McDonaugh related by blood or 
marriage, to the McClellans? The 
answer to this may never be 
known with any degree of accur- 
acy. Are other members of the 
McDonaugn family buried here? 
That is quite possible for there is 
space around Henry McDonaugh's 
grave for at leasi five other bur- 
ials. Other* may be interred here 
in unmarked graves. 
SOUGHT REFUGE 


To give the genealogy of Henry 


McDonaugh's immediate family 
it is necessary to go back to the 
"old country" — to Northern Ire- 
land, where so many of the Scotch 
Highlanders found refuge before 
coming to America. Here the Mc- 
Donaughs and Boyds lived for a 
time _ neighbors and friends. 
Somewhat later members of the 
two families came to America to- 
gether. A brief outline of the two 
clans will throw some light on 
their relationship. 


William ill Bcyd was born in 


1700 
in the "North of Ireland" 


and died September 1767 in what 
is now Cumberland Township, Ad- 
ams 
County, Pennsylvania. He 


was buried in the Upper Marsh 
Creek Presbyterian Churchyard 
(better known as "Black's Grave- 
yard") and his grave is marked. 
In his will, which was made Sep- 
tember 8,1767, and entered to pro- 
bate October 1, 1767, William (1) 
Boyd mentions the Mowing mm- 
bers of his family:— 


1. Wife — Margaret Boyd (mar- 


ried to William (1) Boyd about 
1726 in Ireland — died after 1767 
— buried in Black's Graveyard 
in a grave that is now unmarked). 


2. Sons — John Boyd, James 


Boyd, James Carley Boyd, Moses 
Boyd, William Boyd, Samuel Boyd, 
and Robert Boyd. 


3. Daughters — Isabella Boyd 


and Margaret Boyd. 


Executors — wife, Margaret 


Boyd, and son, Moses Boyd. 


Witnesses — Joseph Morrison 


and Robert Long. 


James 2) Boyd, the son of Wil- 


liam (1) and Margaret Boyd, was 
born in Northern Ireland ami 
came to America with other mem- 
bers of his family early in the 18th 
century and settled on what was 
at that time the far western fron- 
tier — on Marsh Creek in the pres- 
ent Adams County, Pennsylva- 
nia. 
MARRIES WIDOW 


James (2) Boyd was marriec 


in 1759 or 1769 to Margaret Mc- 
Donaugh, the widow of Henry Mc- 
Donaugh. 
late 
of Cumberland 


Township, who died in 1758 Ac- 
cording to a family tradition the 
McDonaugiis came to America 
with the Br.yds and the two clans 
were friends of long standing 
Probably both attended the Upper 
Marsh Cre*k Presbyterian Church 
— although it is possible that the 
McDonaugiis were 
Covenanters 


as were the Dunwoodys and other 
families buried in the McCleUan 
family burial ground. 


Henry MeDonaugh's will was 


made Ma> 10, 1758, and entered 
o probate the same year. In the

At the time of their father's 


death all the children of Henry 
and Margaret McDonaugh were 
minors In 1773 and 1778, accord- 
ng to the records in the York 
County Courthouse, James Boyd 
and Margaret McDonaugh Boyd 
settled the estate of Henry Mc- 
Donaugh jn Orphan's Court and 
sold "the lands of Henry McDon 
augh " The seven children were 
all probably of age by this time. 
UNMARKED GRAVES 


James (2) and Margaret (Mc- 


Donaugh) Boyd were, according 
:o the tax records, living in Cum- 
berland Township, in what is now 
Adams County, Pennsylvania, in 
1772 and in 1778. Both are prob- 
ably burieo in the Upper Marsh 
Creek Churchyard in graves that 
are now unmarked. There is a 
possibility, however', that Marga- 
ret (McDonaugh) Boyd is interred 
beside her first husband in the 
McCleUan family burial ground 
in an unmarked grave. 


At the present time there is no 


further data available pertaining 
to the Boyd-McDonaugh families. 


About 15 feet from the grave of 


Henry McDonaugh, in the same 
row along the east fence, is the 
grave of Eleanor Kincaid, the wife 
of Robert T. Kincaid. The old 
black slate stone at the grave of 
Eleanor Kincaid was "dug out" 
(only aboui a third of it was vis- 
ible above ground1 about 10 >ears 
ago and for the first time "in 
many a day" the entire inscrip- 
tion was exposed to view. 


18 "Here lies the body — of 


Elinor Kincaid — wife to Robert 
T Kincaid — who departed this 
- life July ye 25th, A.D., - 1768. 
Aged 39 years " 


Elinor Kincaid is truly a "lady 


of mystery " Only a few records 
can be found pertaining to the 
Kincaid family "of Marsh Creek." 
There is only one tombstone, still 
in existence, in what is now Ad- 
ams County, bearing that name. 
Undoubtedly others of the family 
died while living in this section 
and are probably buried in the 
McClellan family graveyard in un- 
marked graves — but — no grave- 
stones remain to tell of their death 
and burial Eleanor (or Elinor) 
Kincaid is the lone representative 
of her family in Adams County, 
Pennsylvania

of King Henry VIII. Finally he resigned his state post in 1532, siding with the Pope in a 
dispute over Henry's right to divorce his wife, Catherine of Aragon. 


Sir Thomas refused to sign the Act of Supremacy which established the Church o' 


England, with the king as its temporal head, and for this he was convicted of treason and 
sentenced to death. On July 6, 1535, he was beheaded. 


More's dignity and good humor abided until the last. On mounting the scaffold, he is 


reputed to have said to his executioner: 


"Assist me up. Lieutenant. In coming down, I will shift for myself."

these accidents9 Could they have 
been ^voiced? 


The answer to the first ques- 


tion is listed boldly and succinctly 
on the turnpike's accident chart. 
It reads this wa>: 


Speed and sleep: driung too 


fast for conditions; blowouts; in- 
attentive driver; sleep, speed and 
drink; sleep; blowout: speed; lost 
control of car; elderly operator; 
defective equipment. 


Could they have been avoided? 


CITES REASON 


The Turnpike Commission feels 


they could have been if the oper- 
ator had taken the proper precau- 
tion with his auto, or had not 
pushed himself past his point of 
physical endurance: or had been 
more attentive to his driving. 


The commission says human 


errors cause the great majority 
of accidents 


Take the case of four men from 


Maryland driving early in the 
morning along the Northeast Ex- 
tension for a visit to Pennsylva- 
nia. Two of them are dead today, 
killed when their car left the road 
about 10 miles north of Allentown. 


A subsequent investigation re- 


vealed the; had been drinking be- 
fore they began their drive. In- 
vestigator^ estimate they had to 
be traveling over 80 miles an 


hour to read) the point of the ac 
cident from the time they entered 
the turnpike. 
OTHER ACCIDENT 


The time they entered the turn- 


pike was marked on their ton 
ticket.

SEND ROCKET ALOFT

With regard to Western Peniten- 


tiary, ihe subcommittee found it

All the suggestions were taken 


under study by the task force for 
•wssible consideration as proposed 
legislation for the 1963 session of 
the state legislature.

The main point of controversy 
wasn’t whether the Pope was in­ 
fallible when speaking on matters 
of faith and morals (only 15 of 
the 601 bishops present were op­ 
posed to the doctrine) but whether 
it was advisable to define the doc­ 
trine at that time

Archbishops Peter Kenrkk of 
$t Louis and John Purcell of Cin 
tinnati and Bishop Michael Dom- 
enec of Pittsburgh led U.S. oppo­ 
sition.

AGAINST DEFINITION 


Bishop Fitzgerald was one of 


only two participants who said 
"non'placet" (I am not pleased) 
on me final vote to adopt a defi- 
nition of papal infallibility. The 
other was an Italian, Bishop Aloi- 
sk) Riccio of Cajazzo. 
. Bishop Verot also was opposed, 
but he made his reputation main- 
ly through fiery speeches on lesser 
issues. 
, He thought it was a "disgrace- 
ftil spectacle" for priests to hunt 
with guns and felt there should be 
a church law against it. He want- 
ed the council to take a strong 
stand on racial justice and pro- 
posed a canon "anathematizing 
any who dare to assert that blacks 
arc not of the human family." 
BIGGEST ISSUE 
; The biggest issue of the First 
Vatican Council—whether to de- 
fine papal infallibility—was not 
even on the proposed agenda when 
file .assembly convened in 1869. 
« The main point of controversy 
wasn't whether the Pope was in- 
fallible when speaking on matters 
Of faith and morals (only 15 of 
the 601 bishops present were op- 
posed to the doctrine) but whether 
it was advisable to define the doc- 
frine at that time 
. Most of the Americans felt it 
•was not. 
'• Archbishops Peter Kenrick of 
St Louis and John Purcell of Cm- 
•innati and Bishop Michael Dom- 
«nec of Pittsburgh led U.S oppo- 
sition. They claimed, one observer 
reported 
"that the definition 


would be an insurmountable ob- 
stacle to the conversion of Prot- 
estants in the United States " 


According to this writer, Dom- 


enec felt that' "if there be no set- 
back, iij SO or 40 years the num- 
ber of Catholics will be greater 
in North America than in Italy; 
and they will be not merely nom- 
inal, but real practicing Catholics 
The only calamity that can de 
stroy so fair a hope would be the 
doctrine of papal infallibility.' 
(Present count: Italy 49 million 
CathoHcs, practicing and nominal 
North America 50 million.)
